World’s Most 


Expensive Suit 


AMC Hogs. 
WRIGHT-PATTERSON AFB, OHIO 


CONTRACT for production of 

a futuristic space suit—most 
expensive garment in history—will 
be awarded this month by the Air 
Ma: eriel Command. 

I. is designed to permit astro- 
nauts to leave their spaceships for 
reconnaissance missions, in-flight 
exterior maintenance, or _ inter- 
space travel. 

Three suits will be scheduled for 
delivery within 13 months, 

They will cost about $200,000. 

The spacesuits are intended for 
use by astronauts who will follow 
Project Mercury. 

Full details concerning the space 
age haberdashery are being with- 
held for security reasons. 


It can be reported, however, that - 


the completely self-contained suits 
will enable their wearers to leave a 
space ship or satellite for up to six 
hours at a time, 

The suits will have magnets in 
the boots to allow astronauts to 
walk on the surface of their space 
craft. They may be equipped with 
rockets or other propulsion devices 
to allow spacemen to travel from 
one ship to another. 

Mr. Claus Perry, who acts as 
AMC’s “buyer” for the out-of-this- 
world garb, says the suits will al- 
low “all kinds of movement” out- 
side a space vehicle. 

The suits are expected to be es- 
pecially handy in allowing a space 
pilot to patch meteorite holes on 
the surface of his ship, 

Weighing 50 pounds or less, the 
new space suit will include an en- 
vironmental control system for 
breathing, pressurization, and tem- 
perature adjustment. 

A closed circuit oxygen system 
which can be strapped to the 
spaceman’s back will be produced 
as part of the environment control 
system. 

Called the “backpack assembly” 
the system will be capable of con- 
trolling concentrations of carbon 
dioxide, oxygen and water vapor, 
controlling atmosphere tempera- 
ture and providing a ventilating 
flow of gas. 

Subassemblies of the “backpack” 
will be an outer backpack con- 
tainer and accessories, including 
mounting provisions, connectors, 
suit-to-pack hoses and_ control- 
indicating leads which terminate 
in the control panel; a gas cir- 
culating device, which must pro- 
vide ventilation for the man and 
a moving stream for processing 
the gas; a temperature control de- 
vice suitable for controlling the 
environmental gas supply flow tem- 
perature in the range of no more 
than 95 degrees Fahrenheit and no 
less than 50% Fahrenheit, while 
the man, the suit, and the pack 
are in an environmental tempera- 
ture of 35 degrees to 140 degrees 
Fahrenheit; and a water vapor 
control, to maintain a dew ponit of 
not greater than 52 degress F. 

Also a Carbon Dioxide Control; 
oxygen storage and supply system; 
an oxygen regulating system; par- 
tial pressure monitoring devices; 
and a control panel to operate the 
Pack by means of gages and con- 
trol knobs. 

The suit also will have a torso 
Section, arm sections with gloves, 
a ventilation garment, a leg section 
with boots, an insulation garment, 
and an exterior protective layer 
with an integrated harness, 

Some components of the suit 
details again are highly classified 
are designed to provide a barrier 
against solar radiation.

HE Pentagon report to Congress on 


legislation to equalize the pay of retired 


members of the Armed Forces finally is reported “under very active review and 


study” at the Budget Bureau. 


This was the reply received from the Budget Bureau in answer to a JOURNAL 


query this week. 


The President’s financial overseer has had the Pentagon’s “no-objections” state- 
ment for two months without taking action to endorse or reject it. 
Some experts have said that only the President’s personal endorsement will 


break the reply out of the Bureau. The 
“very active review” reported this week 
by a Budget Bureau spokesman could 
mean that the President has been asked 
to look at the Pentagon paper. 

The Defense Department’s view, as 
stated in the document under study, js 
that if Congress wants to permit the 
recomputation of pay for those retired 
prior to passage of the 1958 Military Pay 
Act, the Department will interpose no 
objection. 

Because of some technicalities in the 
legislation as introduced by more than 
70 members of the House and Senate, how- 
ever, the Department has suggested a 
re-draft of the bill. This was attached to 
the official DoD reply which was sent to

B.52 Tests With Quail 
Promising, Writers Told 


Extensive flight testing of the B-52 
bomber equipped with the Quail decoy 
missile indicate that the advanced B-52G 
may become a “phantom bomber” with 
uncanny ability to confuse enemy detec- 
tion devices, it was announced 13 May ata 
meeting of the Aviation Writers Associa- 
tion in Washington, D. C. 

N. D. Showalter, Boeing Vice President 
and general manager of the Wichita Di- 
vision, said that extensive use of 
Quail on the Boeing B-52G, and possibly 
other models of the long-range global 
bomber, will depend on results of the 
flight test program currently under way. 

The decoys are mounted on special 
ranks in the bomb bay of the B-52 and 
each missile produces a “blip” on enemy 
radar screens similar to that produced 
by the high-flying Stratofortress itself.

The amount for fiscal ’62 was deleted 
from General Schriever’s testimony. 

At the time of his closed-door testimony 
on 9 April, General Schriever said, “I 
might point out that we do have a pe- 
riod of several months for making this 
decision since it does not involve addi- 
tional 1959 moneys which cannot be taken 
care of within the Pentagon. The big deci- 
sion will come in fiscal 1960 during which 
year considerable additional funding is 
required.” .

Military Appropriations Subcommittee in 
testimony released 9 May. 

He said the Army recommended a 
billion-dollar funding plan for the anti- 
missile missile to initiate production and 
provide “operational batteries on-site at 
the earliest practicable date with ade- 
quate follow-on production capacity,” but 
that $690 million earmarked for this pur- 
pose was not approved. 

General Magruder’s statements were 
made in reply to questions by Repre- 
sentative Robert L. F. Sikes (D-Fla.) 
who said it appears that Soviet progress 
in development of an ICBM operational 
capability “will be sufficiently advanced 
in the next three or four years to create 
very heavy loss of life and great devasta- 
tion if used against our country.” 

He asked how long it will take the 
Army to establish an operational Nike- 
Zeus capability after initiating procure- 
ment production.

FOR RESERVE AND GUARD 


OP pay grades E-8 and E-9 with new titles and insignia for non-commis- 
sioned officers and specialists, will be introduced into the Army Reserve 


The new pay grades went into effect for the Active Forces a year ago 
with the passage of the Military Pay Bill, effective 1 June 1958. 

Pay grades E-8 and E-9 will be used to accommodate key leadership 
positions in the Reserve Components similar to that of the Active Army, 
Sergeants Major and positions occupied by tech- 
nically qualified non-commissioned officers in critical areas and selected criti- 


Promotions into the newly authorized grades will be phased over three 
years, with initial promotions being limited to pay grade E-8 for personnel 
selected to occupy First Sergeant and Sergeant Major positions. The phasing 
of subsequent promotions into other key leadership and critical specialist 
positions will be initiated during Fiscal Year 1961. 

The titles for non-commissioned officers of these two grades are the 
same for both the Active and Reserve Components of the Army. An E-8 will 
be known as a Master Sergeant or First Sergeant, and an E-9 will be known 


Initial quotas for 871 Army National Guardsmen and 880 Army Reservists 
for promotion to E-8 have been authorized. 

With the institution of the two new top grades, changes in insignia and 
titles among some of the lower grades of non-commissioned officers of the 
Reserve Components have also become necessary. The present title of Master 
Sergeant for enlisted grade E-7 will be changed to Platoon Sergeant or Ser- 
geant First Class, according to assignment. Enlisted Grade E-6, now carrying 
the title of Sergeant First Class, will be known as Staff Sergeant. In the 
the grade insignia will no longer include an 
arc below the chevrons but it will bring back the old “Buck Sergeant” in- 
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to support the “daring” group of military 
men’ striving for better weapons for 
armor. “Let us not delude ourselves,” he 
said. “In the next decade, we shall need 
much better armored weapons and ma- 
chines if we are to ever oppose success- 
fully the avalanche of Soviet armor.” 

Colonel Rigg illustrated his talk with 
colored slides depicting “what can logi- 
cally happen to the tank, sometime after 
1965.” Here are some of the evolutions he 
envisions: 

Amphibious Tank—He showed his audi- 
ence a sketch of a Soviet PT-76 under- 
water tank, stating “We need to match 
this versatile vehicle and outdo it with 
others.” 

Divisible Tank—This is comprised of a 
turret with wings that can separate itself 
from the main body of the tank hull and 
rise up to hover or fly. It is capable of 
lobbing out its own smoke screen as it 
pumps shells into enemy concentrations. 
The advantage of this type armored vehi- 
cle is that the firing half of the tank can 
be defiladed from the sighting or aiming 
half. 

Nuclear Powered Tank—An atomic- 
powered tank would mean the end to vul- 
nerable refueling halts, the elimination of 
logistical fuel trucks and greatly in- 
creased ranges for tanks and other 
armored combat vehicles. “Here is the 
combat fighting vehicle that could jour- 
ney from Suez to Sevastopol and keep 
going.” 

Tethered Turret Tank—The turret 
would be anchored to the tank or armored 
personnel carrier by a cable. The turret 
would rise up to fire a salvo while the 
tank and its crew were safely hidden be- 
hind a defilade. 

Self Entrenching Tank—This feature 
would be particularly advantageous when 
the vehicles were in bivouac or halted for 
extended periods of time. The “dig-in 
ability” would not mean lessening of 
mobility, since the vehicles would be able 
to churn out of dug-in positions as if 
climbing out of a ditch. 

Plant-Type Tank—This is an advance 
over the tethered turret type. In this ve- 
hicle, the turret of the tank is a cluster 
of several small pods. Like kamikaze 
drones, singly or in groups, the pods are 





ejected to rise up and dive toward the 
enemy, homing in on their targets. Each 
pod would carry a warhead of pe)vetrat. 
ing, high-explosive. They could be ¢oy. 
ered with a sticky substance to make 
them adhere to maneuvering enemy ye. 
hicles. A tank of this type is envisioned 
as engaging a superior number of enemy 
tanks at one time. 

Flying Tank—This type of vehicle 
could be built with either removable ory 
non-removable wings. 

Airborne Tank—The tank could be car. 
ried by a mother plane. Actually, the first 


tanks carried aloft by planes were the 
Soviet T-37 and T-38 models. These tanks 
were slung under the bellies of a four 
engine bomber-transport during peace. 
time maneuvers in the 1940 occupation of 


Bessarabia.. A possible evolution of this 
concept could mean a low-flying, hard. 
hitting tank not restricted by natural 
barriers. 

Energy Concentration Tank—The Colo. 
nel explained that there exists a scien- 


tific basis for the idea of melting or dis. 
integrating tanks and armored vehicles 
He pointed out that the Navy has con- 
ducted experiments in the fields of high 
intensity arc sources and solar energy 
while the Air Force has conducted high 


energy radar beam experiments. This 
type of tank would carry a lage elctro- 
optical device mounted on the vehicle's 


chassis that would concentrate a destruc. 
tive beam that would either melt the en- 
emy vehicle or impair its fighting system 

Directing his thoughts to the era after 
1970, Colonel Rigg told the Armor Asso- 
ciation that there is the possibility of 
completely new type of tank emerging 
from research—a blend of tank and air- 
craft. “Such a combat instrument could 
fight and cover at least five to nine times 
the points and distances that the presen! 
tank covers in the same length of time 
today.” He said the armored personne! 
carrier is also likely to evolve gradually 
into an air vehicle. “Somewhere in the 
future lies an infantry transport vehi- 
cle that probably will be a cross between 
a helicopter and an armored carrier. Such 
vehicles,” he pointed out, “would render 
minefields into the category of cavalr) 
sabers.”

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Nuclear Airship Details Revealed At AWA 
Meeting; 70-80 Knot Speeds Forecast 


The Aviation Writers Association meet- 
ing in Washington, D. C., this week saw 
details reported on a proposed 4.5 mil- 
lion cubic foot non-rigid nuclear-powered 
airship, approximately three times the 
size of blimps currently in use by the 
Navy. 

Goodyear Tire and Rubber Company 
and. Goodyear. Aircraft Corporation offi- 
cials said the atomic airship could be 
operational by 1963. 

Capable of 70 to 80 knot speeds, the 
airship could reach any point in the 
world from existing U. S. bases, Opera- 
tional altitude would be 10,000 feet, with 
a practically unlimited range. 

Available for the construction of a nu- 
clear-powered airship is a new rubber- 
ized fabric capable of withstanding radia- 
tion exposures up to one hundred million 
roentgens. Made of dacron cloth coated 
with adduct synthetic rubber by the Avi- 
ation Products Division of The Goodyear 
Tire and Rubber Company, the fabric 
gives much higher resistance to radiation, 
and equals the aging characteristics and 
diffusion resistance of current coatings. 

Length of the nuclear-powered airship 
would be 540 feet, making it possible to 
locate the atomic reactor at such a dis- 
tance from the craft’s control car as to 
permit personnel to work in an environ- 
ment comparable to that of an atomic 
plant. The design calls for the reactor to 
be placed amidship, the control car near 
the bow, 

Due to a blimp’s inherent buoyancy, its 
power requirement is considerably less 
than that of conventional aircraft. This 
means that a nuclear-powered airship 
could be fitted with a reactor with only 
one-twentieth the power needed to sus- 
tain a nuclear-powered heavier-than-air 
craft. It is calculated that radiation levels 
would be of such low order that no elab- 
orate ground handling equipment or spe- 
cial crew environment need be pvovide.l 

Security requirements prevented dis- 

closure of the airship’s detail and ex- 





tent of its shielding. Goodyear Aircraft 
engineers suggest use of chemical fuel for 
takeoff and landing, with the nuclear re- 
actor shut down during this period. Once 
airborne, the craft’s turboprop engines 
would be nuclear-powered. 

The control car would be 86 feet in 
length, have two decks and be capable 
of accommodating a crew of 24 officers 
and men. State-room type crew quarters 
would be relatively free of vibration and 
noise. 

lhe announcement of the proposed new 
blimp comes on the 50th anniversary of 
Goodyear’s association with aeronautics. 
During that time, the company has been 
responsible for the construction of more 
than 260 airships. A total of 154 non- 
rigid airships were built during WWII. 

At present, Goodyear Aircraft is pro- 
ducing the Goodyear ZPG-3W airship for 
the Navy’s airborne early warning 
(AEW) operation, This blimp, whose 1.5 
million cubic foot capacity makes it the 
largest nonrigid built te date, would be 
one-third the size of the airship proposed 
as the nation’s first nuclear-powered air- 
craft.

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ATC Grows Smaller, But Training Requirements Are Increasing, Courses Lengthen 


AIR TRAINING COMMAND Hpgs. 
RANDOLPH AFB, TEX. 


ITH no time for vacations, it would 

take 240 years to complete all the 
regular technical courses offered by the 
Air Training Command. 

Under Lt. Gen. Frederic H. Smith, jr., 
this far-flung organization recruits and 
trains virtually every officer and airman 
entering the Air Force. 

An unusual organization in many 
ways, ATC now finds itself growing 
smaller, while the training require- 
ments placed upon it are increasing 
almost every day. 

ATC officials point out that during 
the Korean War, 50% of the persons 
entering the Air Force were usable with 
the skills they had when they joined 
the Service, At that time it took an 
average of only 10 weeks to train a man 
in his military specialty. 


75% Now Need Training 


With modern scientific advances and 
the almost lightning changes in tech- 
nology, 75% of the people now entering 
the Air Force must now receive special 
technical training. 

The average technical training course 
runs 18 weeks and will become longer 
as the Air Force’s technical fields be- 
come more complicated. 

Despite the greater complexity of 
their operations, Command officials 
point out, both the number of bases and 
personnel assigned to ATC have been 
cut almost in half during the past five 
years. 

The number of bases has decreased 
from 43 to 25. Assigned personnel has 





decreased from 269,984 to approximately 
137,036. 

ATC operations concentrate basically 
on recruiting people for the Air Force, 
training them for their military special- 
ty and providing the means to keep 
them continually trained and in step 
with the latest advances in their field. 


Operates 25 Bases 


To do this, the command operates 25 
training bases in the United States and 
maintains units at most other Air Force 
bases and large cities in the United 
States and many overseas locations. 

All Air Force recruiting is done by 
ATC’s 3500th Recruiting Wing, Wright- 
Patterson AFB. Ohio. Activities of the 
wing are carried out through six re- 
cruiting groups, 60 detachments and 
781 recruiting offices throughout the 
country. 

Training activities of the command 
range all the way from basic military 
training at Lackland AFB, Tex., to nu- 
clear warhead training at Lowry AFB, 
Colo., and missile training at various 
sites in the U. S. and overseas. 

In all, the Command has 8,000 airmen 
instructors and 2.000 officer instructors, 
training over 200,000 Air Force officers 
and men each year,

The Air Force’s largest hospital here 
“igs well on its way to becoming the best 
and busiest military hospital in the 
world,” according to its commander, Col. 
John E. Pluenneke, USAF (MC). 

With the final wing of a 1000-bed per- 
manent structure nearing completion, 
ithas already been scheduled for more 
specialty research laboratories in the 
fields of physiology and surgery. 

Its facilities and staff can and do per- 
form the most difficult and varied med- 
ical and surgical procedures. 

Open-heart surgery has just been be- 
gun. Difficult brain operations are fre- 
quent. Both of these capabilities rank 
this hospital among the top military and 
civilian medical centers in the world. 


Teaching Hospital 

Unique among Air Force medical facil- 
ities it is the only teaching hospital or 
general hospital in the Air Force. 

New wing of the hospital will be in 
operation by July 1960, to bring capacity 
up to 1,000 patients in the new structure. 
The old cantonment hospital, with a 750- 
bed capacity, will continue to be used 
primarily for research labs and auxiliary 
facilities, 

The old hospital may also be used for 
additional bed spaces to bring the author- 
id bed spaces up to 1,500, according to 
Maj, Gen. Oliver K. Niess, Air Force Sur- 
geon General. He said that the 1,500 bed 
authorization would be entirely depend- 
ent upon future Air Force needs. 

That this hospital is already one of the 
busiest in the world is attested to by the 
fact that it ranks highest among all mili- 
lary hospitals in the U.S. in the number 
of X-rays taken each year. 

Last year this number was 110,112, com- 
vated with the runner-up Philadelphia 
Naval Hospital with 94,501. Lackland 
tanks 11th among all U. S. hospitals, mili- 
lary and civilian, in the number of X-rays 
berformed. 

Most Lackland patients are not local 
rsonnel and their families. 


AF-Wide Patient Load 

A true Air Force-wide hospital, it ac- 
cepts from 60% to 70% of its patients 
‘om other Air Force installations 
thtoughout the world. 

To care for these patients, it maintains 
‘Staff of 225 interns and resident physi- 
“ans and 200 nurses. Its total staff, in- 
‘uding 1,000 airmen, is 1,700. 

How does Lackland compare with other 
Air Force hospitals throughout the 
World ? 

Lackland officials say that theirs is the 
only Air Force hospital in the world cap- 
able of performing any and all medical, 
‘urgical and psychiatric procedures. 

They also point to the fact that they 
‘OW have 10% of all the beds and 12% of 
‘ll the patients in all Air Force hospitals

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Secretary McElroy Must State His Intentions 


The sudden death of Deputy Secretary of Defense Donald A. Quarles 
and the hospitalization of General Nathan F. Twining make it imperative 
that Secretary of Defense Neil McElroy state his intentions as to whether 
or not he will remain at his Pentagon post beyond this year. 

We believe that Secretary McElroy forthwith should make it known 
that he will not abandon his office. 

If the Secretary continues to harbor a desire to leave the Pentagon 
before the end of 1959, then perhaps it would be better if he departed 
immediately upon completion of Congressional action on the fiscal ’60 
budget. 

The office of Secretary of Defense must be taken out of any kind of 
an “if, maybe, perhaps’’ status. 

With the avaliability of Deputy Secretary Quarles and his wealth 
of Pentagon experience, there;could be understanding for Secretary Mc- 
Elroy’s qualified expressions regarding departure from the Pentagon. 
The death of Mr. Quarles has changed the picture entirely. 

The selfless dedication of Deputy Secretary Quarles to his duty to 
the Nation now must be matched by a statement from Secretary McElroy 
that he will (1) remain at his post or (2) depart it in time for a successor 
to assume responsibility for the next budget. 

The death of Mr. Quarles and the hospitalization of General Twining 
recall to mind the urgent pronouncements by top Defense officials at the 
time of President Eisenhower's heart attack regarding the need for ade- 
quate leave and recreation. A JOURNAL survey some time ago showed that 
these pronouncements were going unheeded by their authors. Secretary 
McElroy, in a tribute to his Deputy Secretary, told how Mr. Quarles 
“worked harder than most anyone I ever saw, days, nights, and weekends.” 
Mr. Quarles’s physician, Col. Marshall Groover, jr., said he unsuccessfully 
had been urging the Deupty Secretary to take a vacation. 

The Nation has suffered a great loss in the death of Deputy Secretary 
Quarles. This loss calls for a new assessment of Pentagon leadership 
demands; it also should provide new warning that other tragedies are 
inevitable unless our defense leaders are forced to take proper care of 
their health. 


**Power For Peace’> Much More Than The Mailed Fist 


Of ail the hundreds of Armed Forces Week addresses made through- 
out the Nation and overseas, none had a more challenging message for the 
American people than the remarks made by General Bruce C. Clarke 
before a home-town audience at Buffalo, N. Y., on 14 May. 

The Commanding General of the Continental Army Command, who 
formerly led the Seventh Army in Germany, asked in a provocative 
analysis of the Communist threat: “Can a few million brain-washed dupes 
devote more effort to the subversion of human freedom than a united 
people can devote to defending it? Is their faith in their godless cause 
stronger than our faith in our cause?” 

Responding to what he described as ‘“‘the question of ultimate victory 
or defeat for the free world,” General Clarke told the Buffalo audience 
that he is disturbed by a tendency of our people “to think of military 
force as a thing apart from human motivation and human objectives, Some 
people,” said General Clarke, “speak of military force as if it were purely 
a matter of mechanics—even automation.” 

Conceding that “perhaps we of the Armed Forces are partly to blame 
for this tendency,” General Clarke said that “in our efforts to explain why 
we must have modern tools of war to deter the enemy from making war, 
we may have fostered a false impression of what weapons and machines 
alone can do.” 

Then, the CONARC Commander provided an insight into what, in 
our free society, must always be at the foundation of a “Power for Peace.” 
General Clarke stated: 

“The truth is that the most expensive weapon that technology can 
produce is worth not an iota more than the skill and the will of the man 
who uses it. Of the two human factors,” he said, “the will is vastly more 
critical. Without skill, a weapon is merely worth less than a skillfully 


employed weapon. But without resolute will in the white face of death, | | 
the weapon is just worthless.”

Army and some Army in the Corps. Let’s 
also remember, neither George Wash- 
ington nor his first Chief Engineer, 
Richard Gridley, were graduates of the 
USMA and we managed to survive.

The Royal Air Force, due to extensive maneuvers and introduction of new air- 
craft in its inventory, will not participate in the 1959 SAC Bombing-Navigation and 
Refueling Competition 26-31 October at McCoy AFB, Fla.

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THE SERVICE ACADEMY SUPERINTENDENTS have 
set their sights on a highly sensitive area. Meeting last 
week at West Point (See Page 1), the Superintendents 
declared: “The requests of visiting heads of State for 
the granting of amnesty are becoming so frequent as to 
make a travesty of the disciplinary systems at the 
Academies. Amnesty should not be applicable,” they 
said “to punishments awarded for serious disciplinary 
offenses.” 


RECOGNIZING THAT DIPLOMACY IS ESSENTIAL, 
the Superintendents agreed that “necessary measures 
should be taken appropriately to advise the various 
Military Departments and the Department of State 
of the adoption of this policy.” 


IT’S GOING TO BE INTERESTING to see which head 
of State will be the first to grant curtailed amnesty. Some could 
feel this a prestige loss. Another problem is unifying the definition 
of “serious disciplinary offenses” at the four Academies. There’s no 
question that the Superintendents have a case in the light of the 
almost one-a-week visits of heads of State to the Academies. 


FUNDS FOR 20 “PRESTIGE” AUTOMOBILES are being sought by 


the Army—12 of them to be sent to commanders overseas. The 
Army has told Congress that some light sedans which no longer are 
economical to repair should be replaced with medium sedans. 
Testifying before the House Military Appropriations Subcommittee, 
Brig. Gen. L. J. Lincoln said the requirement for larger cars is 
“primarily a matter of prestige.” He recalled how, in an overseas 
area where he had served, the populace was impressed by the fact 
that the representative of the USSR “had a great big black car that 
had been copied, I think, from U. S. models, whereas the senior 
American officer on the Commission had a Chevrolet.”

WHEN THE FISCAL ’60 MILITARY BUDGET is reported out of the 


House Appropriations Committee, it will contain strong recommendations 
that the JCS enlarge review activities with respect to individual 
Service weapons and forces. Chairman George H. Mahon (D-Tex) of 
the Military Subcommittee, says he and other subcommittee members 
feel “that while the Joint Chiefs may not know all the questions 
involving money and all the details and all that, that anything as big as 
a cut in the Army of 30,000 men, or anything as big as new wings 

or lesser wings in the Air Force, or anything as big as a 

a supercarrier or anything as important as a Polaris submarine should 
be thoroughly discussed and explored with respect to the Defense 
program.” ' 


TESTIMONY BEFORE THE COMMITTEE has indicated a need for 


more ICBMs, more SAC aircraft, more supercarriers, a larger Army, 
more submarines and antisubmarine warfare capability, more TAC 
aircraft and wings, production funds for the Nike-Zeus and establishment 
of an airborne alert. Chairman Mahon says Congress is “entitled to 

the views of the Joint Chiefs of Staff with respect to the pertinent 
controversial issues.” 


JOINT TESTS BY TAC AND ARDC on the new Republic F-105 will speed 


by at least a year the introduction of this new weapon system into 

the combat inventory, the Aviation Writers Association was told 

in Washington this week. The word was authoritative. It came from 
Lt. Col. Robert R. Scott, who commands TAC’s 335th Squadron, the 
Air Force’s only F-105 unit, which is working with ARDC at the 
Eglin AFB, Fla. Air Proving Ground Center. ARDC and TAC tests 
are being accomplished simultaneously. Similar programs are being 
conducted ‘by SAC wand ARDC ifor the B>58 and ADC and ARDC 

for the F106. " 


F-105 COMMANDER SCOTT had the distinction of being the lone speaker 


at a “no speech” luncheon presented for AWA members by Republic 
Aviation. Present were an Assistant Secretary of Defense (Murray 
Snyder), two lieutenant generals (Emmett O’Donnell and Manuel J. 
,Asensio), and one major géneral (Arno H. Luehman), respectively 
Deputy CofS for PRersonnel,,,Comptroller; and Director of Information 
Services for the Air Force.

A VIGOROUS RETRAINING PROGRAM to shift enlisted men fro: 
surplus to short supply skill areas is paying off in the Air Force. D ring 
the past several years, the Air Force has been hurting for jet engir 
specialists. Now, because of the retraining program and continued 
promotions, the Air Force has been forced to slap a “10% outstanc ng 
rule” on certain jet engine specialist advancements in the 1 July airmen 
promotion cycle. 


ARMY CHIEFS AT THE PENTAGON, who repeatedly have been re! uffed 
in their efforts to get across the message of the need for increased 
procurement funds, will be wise to rely increasingly on the effectiv: ness 
of presentations by field commanders, who are less subject to “policy” 
censorship. Noteworthy was the 9 May address of General Bruce ( 
Clarke, Continental Army Commander, Ft. Monroe, Va., to the 28th 
Joint Civilian Orientation Conference at Ft. Benning, Ga. 


GENERAL CLARKE CHOSE THAT OCCASION to emphasize the 
Army’s need for a low-yield atomic projectile, which could do the work 
of a hundred conventional artillery shells without endangering “our 
troops or the civil populace by radioactive fall-out.” General Clarke 
declared: “Recent tests show that the weapon is technologically within 
our grasp. All we need is the green light and the green cash.” 


THE AF WON’T RECALL many inactive duty Reserve officers during the 
year starting 1 July—less than 400. Most will be navigators. But 
it’s at least a 50-50 bet that a Nuclear Research captain or major, not 
more than 37 or 39 years of age, respectively, would stand a good chance 
of being accepted for active duty. The AF also needs officers who are 
mathematicians, physicists, metallurgists, and guided missile 
maintenance experts, among other highly critical specialists. 


TWO OF THE 53 REGISTERED MALE DIETITIANS in the United 
States have been commissioned in the Army. They are ist Lt. James E. 
Johnson, a WWII Navy ship’s cook, and 2d Lt. Kenneth E. Larsen. 
Heretofore, as once was the case with nurses, the Army has used only 
female dietitians. 


BIGGER JCS OFFICES AT THE PENTAGON will cost about $587,900. 
The amiount includes $240,000 for expansion, space alteration, protective 
construction and installation of alarm systems, $120,600 for additional 
office furniture, and $227,300 for security files, office machines and 
equipment. A total force of less than 500 was authorized for the JCS 
prior to the Defense Reorganization Act last year. The expanded 
organization has 914 billets. 


THE NAVY HAS A B-52 PILOT, Cdr. Charles H. Carr. On duty at SAC 
Headquarters, Offutt AFB, Nebr., as Naval Liaison Officer, he checked 
out recently in the B-52 at Castle AFB, Calif., after completing 
similar B-47 training earlier this year at Whiteman AFB, Mo. 


BETTER MANAGEMENT BY MANAGERS is being called for by the Air 
Force. With the increased use of data processing operations to speed 
management activities, the Air Force has noted that substantial 
overpayments and some “outright erroneous payments” are being made 
for rental of equipment. This results from the fact that some 
installations have not kept correct records concerning use of the 
equipment. In some cases, idle time between program runs has been 
recorded as “actual use.” 


RADM. K. S. MASTERSON, DIRECTOR OF THE NAVY’S GUIDED 
MISSILES DIVISION in the Office of the CNO, thinks if more 
money is to be put into the defense program it would be “better to put 
it in a concealable system like the Polaris” rather than the Atlas 
intercontinental ballistic missile. He told the House Military 
Appropriations Subcommittee that “The Atlas can be knocked out, too, 
like a SAC base.” Concealable and mobile retaliatory systems are needed 
to insure the inevitability of retaliation in the 1963 period and beyond, 
the admiral said. 


EXPENDABLE WRIST WATCHES are being considered by the Army 
for use by crews of tanks and armored vehicles. Evaluation tests are 
being conducted at Ft. Knox, Ky. The watches, inclosed in plastic, 
waterproof cases, are designed to have a minimum life of one year 
and would cost about $6 each. Some Armor experts say that adoption 
of such an inexpensive timepiece would save money in the long run 
by doing away with expensive watch repairing. The watches—they 
are accurate to within 45 seconds a day—would be used by officers and 
‘men when precision timing is not required. 


ARMORED SUPPORT VEHICLES soon may be able to travel at combat 
speed during the night. The American Optical Company has developed 
an infra-red system which may permit drivers to move along at 25 
miles an hour in darkness. At present, the safe speed for night 
movement is between 10-15 miles per hour. The system consists of 
an attachment on the tail light of vehicles that are viewed in ‘otal 
darkness through binocular-type glasses attached to the driv: helmet. 


JUNIOR TANK OFFICERS ARE CONCERNED that the increasing 
complexity of modern tanks requires “too much dial twiddling,” 
which, they say, detracts from their mission—to observe and ‘nock out 


enemy tanks and vehicles by direct fire. Their seniors stres., how- 
ever, that in the event of an atomic war, tank crews would '\.ve to 
remain buttoned up to protect themselves from burns and iation, 
and would need to rely on mechanical aids to find and destroy | e enemy:

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Army Gives High Priority To Lightweight Tank Armed With Shillelagh Missile Ri 


U. S. ARMY ARMOR CENTER

NEW, lightweight, high-speed tank, 
capable of destroying enemy tanks 
and armored vehicles with the recently 
announced Aeronutronics Systems beam- 
riding Shillelagh missile is being given 
“high priority” by Army planners. 
Revelation of “the next generation of 
tanks” was made by Army Secretary Wil- 
ber M. Brucker here 8 May before the 
70th annual meeting of the United States 
Armor Association, even before the re- 
cently announced diesel-powered M-60 
tank starts to roll off production lines. 
“The characteristics of the Russian 
family of tanks are well known and ap- 
preciated,” the Secretary assured his 
audience. “We intend to have a main 
battle tank in production as quickly as 
possible which will be superior to all of 
them—the new M-60 medium tank, suc- 
cessor’ to the present Patton M48A2.” 
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The M-60 will pack the British-devel- 
oped 105mm gun, without a gyroscope, 
and have a cruising range of from 250 
to 260 miles, on the average secondary 
road, as contrasted to the Patton’s 150 
to 160 mile operational range. 

Prior to his keynote address, Secretary 
Brucker told witnesses of the mobile 
forces firepower demonstration at the 
Fort’s Dorrets Run Range that the Army 
hoped to have “about 160 M-60’s in oper- 
ation in about a year from now.” 

In his formal address, he stated, “We 
do not intend to stop with this M-60 me- 
dium tank. A new program of research 
and development is already underway 
which emphasizes improvements in pro- 
pulsion, weapon, and protective systems 
so that our tank of the future will be 
lighter, burn less fuel, make less noise, 
and have increased radiological protec- 
tion. We also want this future tank to 
have a greatly improved ‘hit and kill’ 
capability.

“To this end we have given high prior- 
ity to the incorporation of a direct fire, 
guided missile type weapon system in 
the next generation of tanks.” 

Reporters, speculating that the Secre- 
tary had been referring to the Shillelagh, 
called for a briefing by Armor Center 
officials who confirmed the fact.

The planes will be phased into pilot, 
mavigator and electronic courses to 
bridge the gap between the relatively 
slow primary flight craft and supersonic 
planes. 

For fledgeling pilots, the primary flight 
course at civilian contract schools will 
be lengthened on 1 March 1961 to include 
more jet hours. 

The proposed course will have 27 hours 
in the T-34 propeller driven trainer and 
120 hours in the Cessna jet T-37. This 
compares to the present course of 30 
hours in the T-34 and 100 hours in the 
T-37. 


All-Jet Test Will Tell

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$10 Million Extra In Naval Aircraft Overhaul Slated For Private Industry In Fiscal ’6 


ORE contract awards—-approximate- 

ly $10 million worth—-for commer- 
cial overhaul of Naval aircraft wili go 
to private industry during fiscal ’60. 

The move was disclosed in connection 
with a House Military Appropriations 
Subcommittee staff study which also 
recommends that the Navy accomplish 
more of its aircraft maintenance work 
“on contract.” 

The staff study, made public in hear- 
ings released by the Subcommittee on 
27 April, was undertaken last year when 
the House Committee on Appropriations 
directed that an inquiry be made of the 
relative merits of Government aircraft 
overhaul versus overhaul by private con- 
tractors, 

The study also looked into the relative 
merits of contracting for overhaul with 
the original aircraft manufacturers ver- 
sus opening up contracts to competitive 
bids by all qualified bidders. 

Results of the study are told in a 29- 
page report which has been printed in 
Part 4 of the House hearings on the De- 
fense Department appropriations for 
1960, 

As a result of the study, the staff rec- 
ommended that “The Navy should con- 
sider scaling down its overhaul and re- 
build operation and accomplish more of 
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its maintenance work on contract, in or- 
der to build into its overall maintenance 
system more of the elasticity that char- 
acterizes contract maintenance.” 

The staff said “Many items of equip- 
ment now overhauled in Navy overhaul 
and rebuild depots are suited for main- 
tenance by private industry. Specifically 
these items include light aircraft, cargo/- 
transport and training aircraft, older 
combat types of aircraft no longer re- 
garded to be in the classification of those 
needed for direct fleet support, recipro- 
cating engines, and certain types of jet 
engines.” 

During the current fiscal year, the 
Navy programmed $216.6 million for air- 
craft modernization and overhaul in its 
own depots and $90.5 million under con- 


tract. Similar figures for the Air Force 
total $400.1 million for depot mainte- 
nance, modification and modernization 


and $459.8 million for contract work. In 
the Army, $1.4 million was set aside for 
cross-servicing depot maintenance by the 
Navy and Air Force, and $12.7 million 
for contract work. 

The Appropriations Committee staff re- 
ported that it believes an overall system 
of aircraft maintenance “consisting of 
both depot maintenance and contract 
maintenance in the proper mixture” is

On certain types of work, the report 
states, “contract maintenance appears to 
be at least as economical as depot main- 
tenance. From the standpoint of cost, 
contract maintenance is best suited to 
the larger maintenance projects where 
the costs of providing equipment, tooling 
and spare parts support, and the costs 
incident to contract negotiation and ad- 
ministration would not be disproportion- 
ate to the overall cost of the work. 

“The advantage of contract mainte- 
nance is its elasticity. Whereas the depot 
system possesses certain inherent rigid- 
ities due to the protective personnel pol- 
icies of the Government, the contract 
system can expand and contract readily.” 

A combination of both, the study 
states, “provides an overall system that 
is far more responsive to fluctuations and 


trends in the maintenance work load 
than a system that relies on depot or 
contract maintenance alone.” 


The staff said the Navy should consider 
an expanded contract program. 

In reply, the Navy noted that it already 
has taken action “consistent with the 
recommendations” by budgeting “ap- 


proximately $10 million worth of addi- 
tional commercial overhaul and rework 
in fiscal ’60. 





A study program to identify new ap- 
proaches to anti-missile defense during 
the next 20 years has been established 
by the Advanced Research Projects Agen- 
cy of the Department of Defense. 

ARPA Director Roy W. Johnson said: 

“The program to identify clearly any 
unorthodox approaches to ballistic mis- 
sile defense ... is being undertaken as 
a high-risk investigation of areas where 
bold exploration may pay off with enor- 
mous gains.” 

The program known as GLIPAR 
Guide Line Identification Program for 
Anti-Missile Research—is part of Project 
Defender, ARPA’s ballistic missile de- 
fense program. 

Twelve Phase I contracts totalling $1.5 
million for the initial phase of GLIPAR 
will be let by the Office of Naval Re- 
search acting on behalf of ARPA.

the Budget Bureau on 18 March. 


No further Defense Department action 
can be taken until the Budget Bureau 
notifies the Pentagon that the White 
House is willing, or not willing, to back 
the DoD position. 

Meanwhile, the House and Senate 
Armed Services Committees are under no 
compulsion to hold hearings on the re- 
tired pay proposals. They can write-off 
all inquiries on the subject with a flat 
statement that they have asked for and 
are awaiting the Pentagon’s views. 





Neither Chairman Richard S. Russell 
(D-Ga.) of the Senate Armed Services 
Committee, or Chairman Carl Vinson 
(D-Ga.) of the House Armed Services 
Committee, has indicated any eagerness 
to force the Department’s hand, as is 
often done on legislation which the Com- 
mittees consider desirable, 

A concerted appeal from retired and ac- 
tive members of the Armed Forces, a 
similar appeal from sponsor of the leg- 
islation, or withdrawal by the President 
of his earlier objections, are seen as re- 
quired steps in breaking the current log- 
jam. 





One further possibility would be for 
either of the House and Senate subcom- 
mittee chairmen who handled the pay 
legislation to come out with a solid en- 
dorsement of the proposed recomputation. 

However, Senator John C. Stennis 
(D-Miss.) has made it clear that he may 
seek to establish a contributory retire- 
ment system for the Armed Forces if he 
is forced to hold hearings on the recom- 
putation proposal. Representative Paul 
J. Kilday (D-Tex.) has taken no position 
on the matter, but his silence is strong 
evidence that he plans no unilateral move 
to obtain the Defense Department’s views.

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Safety Vs. Reliability Poses Double Problem In Building Missile Fuze Systems, AWA Told 


Warhead systems being built for mili- 
tary missiles must meet a safety factor 
of one-million-to-one while at the same 
time maintaining a reliability factor of 
20,000 to one, Mr. Everett M. Patterson, 
President of Bulova Research and De- 
velopment Laboratories told the Aviation 
Writers Association at a dinner 11 May 
in Washington, D, C. 

Mr. Patterson, who was introduced by 
General Omar N. Bradley, Chairman of 
the Board of Bulova, described some of 
the many problems involved in the safety 
and arming system and fuzing mecha- 
nisms of military missiles. 


“The theoretically most reliable arming 
system,” he said, “—the one you would 
be absolutely sure would go off no matter 
what happened to the missile—would 
be the same system that would be totally 
unsafe to move, store or launch.” 

“Bulova,” he said, “is so concerned with 
the safety and reliability factors in de- 
signing, manufacturing and testing war- 
head systems that the company has re- 
quirements of a safety factor of one-mil- 
lion-to-one; or, in the numerical termi- 
nology of statisticians, this is 99.9999 sure. 
One million-to-one chance compares to 
a generally accepted ratio of 100,000 to 1. 


While maintaining this safety factor, we 
must maintain or better a reliability fac- 
tor of 20,000 to 1. This means that only 
one out of 20,000 of our warheads can 
be a dud.” 

Bulova’s Research and Development 
Laboratories is now working on its 17th 
type of fuzing and safety arming system, 
he said. Among the missiles now carry- 
ing Bulova systems and adaption kits are 
Honest John, Sidewinder, Terrier, Talos, 
Dart, Bullpup, Sparrow, Falcon, Corporal, 
and Corvus. 

Mr. Patterson said that security pre- 
vents publicly discussing details con- 


cerning such mechanisms. 

“References to certain types of necha. 
nisms,” he explained, “could ea.ily qj. 
vulge not only what the warhead ‘s capa. 
ble of doing; but it might possib'y pave 
the way for attempts at prematurely 
blowing up live missiles. I am sure we jj 
can visualize the difference between the 
enemy jamming a guidance sysiem ty 
prevent a missile from reaching its tar. 
get; and the jamming or sabotazing of 
a warhead to make it detonate prema. 
turely to decimate our field army or to 
put our own Sixth Fleet out of action”

Lt. Gen. Schriever Unveils Re-Entry Vehicle 
At Aveo Research Center Dedication 


WILMINGTON, MAss. 


UESTS attending the dedication of 

Avco Corporation’s new Research 
Center here on 14 May got a close look 
at the first man-made object in history to 
be recovered after a 5,000-mile flight 
through space. 

Lt. Gen. Bernard A. Schriever, Air Re- 
search and Development Commander, un- 
veiled the Thor-Able re-entry vehicle 
which.soared away from Cape Canaveral, 
Fla., last month, to plunge back to earth 
at 15,000 miles per hour near Ascension 
Island, off the cost of South America. 

The unveiling dramatically under- 
scored the major role played by Avco 
scientists in solving the re-entry problem 
of intercontinental ballistic missiles, and 
highlighted the dedication of the multi- 
million dollar Avco Research Center. 

The new Center, completed last sum- 
mer, is located on an 80-acre tract, 13 
miles north of Boston. Its four main 
buildings house research, administration, 
development and experimental manufac- 
turing activities. Smaller structures in- 
clude two special test facilities. Research 
at the Center is concerned primarily with 








the design, development and test of 
ICBM nose cones and other space age 
problems. 


Direction of Avco’s activities as prime 
contractor for the development and pro- 
duction of re-entry vehicles for the Air 
Force Titan and Minuteman ICBMs is 
concentrated at the new Center. More 
than 2200 scientists, engineers and sup- 
porting personnel are engaged in the re- 
entry programs conducted at the facility, 
and work in close coordination with the 
staff of Avco’s Research Laboratory in 
nearby Everett, Mass. 


During the dedication ceremonies, at- 
tended by leaders of science, Government 
and the Armed Forces, a panel of nine 
distinguished scientists, moderated by 
John Daly and Bob Considine, appraised 
“Mankind in the Space Age.” 


One of the panelists, Dr. Arthur Kan- 
trowitz, Director of the Avco Research 
Laboratory, predicted that “the achieve- 
ment of a fusion reactor is close at hand.” 
This development, he said, would provide 
virtually unlimited energy resources to 
lift large masses out into space.

By Industry Urged at AWA Meeting 


The case for capital investment in basic 
scientific research was presented to mem- 
bers of the Aviation Writers Association 
12 May by Welcome W. Bender, vice pres- 
ident and general manager of the Re- 
search Institute for Advanced Studies, a 
division of The Martin Company. 

The efficiency of our country’s tech- 
nology is going down year by year, Mr. 
Bender declared, To remedy this we must 
have a sizable increase in basic research- 
research to discover truth, facts, and 
laws of nature upon which future appli- 
cations may be developed. 

Fundamentally, he declared the tax 
base is the logical base for the support 
of science, The Martin Company set up 
RIAS as an experiment, an establishment 
to attract the best scientists and give 
them the freedom to follow their own 
ideas without any compulsion to come up 
with practical applications. RIAS was es- 
tablished with company funds but as they 
entered various fields, government sup- 
port was obtained to follow through. At

the present time, he said, about 50 per 
cent of RIAS’s work is under government 
contract. 

Some of the areas in which RIAS is 
working, he related, include pure mathe- 
matics on which 15 mathematicians are 
now working, solid state physics, cosmic 
ray energy, time dilation, photosynthesis 
and gravity. We know so little about 
gravity, he declared, that it is pitiful, 
while photosynthesis is the source of all 
energy except nuclear and yet we know 
hardly anything about it. 

Mr. Bender declared that pure science 
should get direct financial support and 
not be made to function by hiding it in 
the company’s overhead nor be tied to 
specific projects. 

“We should not try to call it by some 
other name,” he said. “The science com- 
munity has been too resigned to economic 
penury. It should be recognized for what 
it is and its way should be paid by direct 
financing.”

Nuclear, Electric Rockets Will Increase 
Payloads 1,000 Times, Aerojet Predicts 


The potential performance growth of 
chemical, nuclear, and electric rockets 
over the next ten to 15 years indicates 
that booster engines 50 times more pow- 
erful than present engines could be 
available and that these engines could 
produce this thrust up to four times 
more efficiently, Dr. J. C. Moise, of Aero- 
jet-General Corporation, told members of 
the Avaition Writers Association § in 
Washington, D, C., 13 May. 

Dr. Moise said that because space pro- 
pulsion systems consist of several stages 
and thus compound the effects of in- 
creased thrust and efficiency, the pay- 
loads for difficult missions, such as land- 
ing on other planets, could be increased 
1,000-fold. 

Following the chemical rockets of .to- 
day, Dr. Moise declared, will be higher 
performance counterparts operating with 


nuclear and electric propulsion systems. 

Dr, Moise, who is head of preliminary 
design department at Aerojet-General’s 
Liquid Rocket Plant at Sacramento, 
Calif., described a number of advanced 
designs for rocket propulsion systems. 

He told of one in which liquid hydrogen 
would be heated by a reactor instead of 
by chemical combination with an oxidizer 
before being expelled through the thrust 
nozzle, The heat source would be a solid 
fuel element fission reactor with possible 
later use of either a magnetically con- 
tained gaseous fission or fusion reaction 
heat source. 

Another was an electric propulsion sys- 
tem which uses a nuclear powered gen- 
erator to provide a powerful electric field. 
Such a field would accelerate electrically 
charged particals to very high velocities 
and expel them from the rocket.

He de- 
scribed it as “a strategic system thet com- 
pares with large fixed radio stations,” ex- 
plaining that sets of the past could be 
considered as tactical systems. 

The AN/TSC-16 can be transported in 
three C-124 “Globemasters” or moved 
overland under its own power. The entire 
system consists of a receiver van, a trans- 
mitting van, two tractors and two trailer- 
mounted generators. 

It is manned by two officers and 46 
enlisted specialists.

Colonel Sampson observed that “it will 
fill the gap” in the Middle East and in 
Southeast Asia in the event of a brush- 
fire, or limited war, He explained that in 
those areas there are no fixed radio sta- 
tions that could be taken over to maintain 
contact wih high-level commanders.
